Applicant requested further 
clarification of how the guidelines specifically applied to the pending application as it was not clearly pointed out in the 
office action mailed 6/21/2006.. Referring to the last limitation in claim 4 "compensating magnitude and phase data for 
the compression..." . This limitation is a process that consists solely of the manipulation of data and does not produce 
a concrete or tangible result. An example of a concrete or tangible result would be storing of the magnitude and phase 
data for later retrieval, or displaying the magnitude and phase data . 

Referring to the final limitation in claim 16 "compensating for an effect that compression of one or both..." . This 
limitation is a process that consists solely of the manipulation of data and does not produce a concrete or tangible 
result. An example of a concrete or tangible result would be storing of the measured magnitude and measured phase 
data for later retrieval, or displaying the measured magnitude and measured phase data . 

As to claims 2-3,5-15. and 17-26 although these claims further limit and define invention they do not show a result that 
is concrete or tangible. 

Further applicant raised concern as to the completeness of the 101 rejection, a corrected office action will be forth 
coming to completely and concisely convey the offices position with respect to the rejection of claims under 35 USC
